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The Town of Didsbury is en¬ 
tering into the real estate busi¬ 
ness for a short while, as they 
are preparing to purchase a 
parcel of land in the downtown 

- which they plan to resell al¬ 
most instantly. 

Last Monday evening, June 
9, town council granted admin¬ 
istration permission to borrow 
up to $225,000 for the purchase 
of a 1.8 acre parcel of land, lo¬ 
cated directly south of the A.G. 
Foods grocery store and north 
of the Credit Union. 

The land is currently owned 
by Canadian Pacific Railways 
(CPR), and the Town leases the 
land for a minimal fee. 

Currently this parcel of land 
is only used for parking and for 
snow storage, but the Mayor 
would like to see it developed. 

Mayor Dorothy Moore says 
that even though the Town is 
leasing the property from the 
CPR. they can’t develop it be¬ 
cause they are not the owners 

- so the Town has decided to pur¬ 
chase the property and act as a 
real estate broker. 

The type of development or 
who may purchase the land 
from the Town isn’t being dis¬ 
cussed publicly at this time. 

“All that I can say is that we 
have people that have asked us 
(the Town) to broker the deal 
for them.” Moore said. 

Brenda Hemming, the 
Town’s Corporate Services Di¬ 
rector says that individual com¬ 
panies, at times find it hard 
dealing with the CPR. so this 
is why the Town has agreed to 
step up to the plate. 

"People have a hard time 
dealing with CPR, so we are 
going to purchase it and resell 
it,” Hemming explained.

Chinook’s Edge cuts hit home

With Chinook's Edge School Division (CESD) predicting a $2.2 
million deficit, they have dedicated $1.3 million from unrestricted 
reserves to balance the budget, still leaving the divison $900,000 
in the red. 

After having no other funds to turn to, according to CESD, 
they were forced to ask all schools through the divison to cut 
back by 1.5%, which means quite a bit to at least two of three 
schools in Didsbury. 

Didsbury’s Westglen middle school attempts to make no cuts 
in their budget failed when funds ran short, and they were forced 
to cut one full time teaching position. 

“Basically, for next year, we are down one full time teaching 
position,” said Westglen’s Principal, Phil Corning. 

Originally, while Corning and his staff were working on their 
budget they were short on funds and thought that they were 
going to have to dismantle two full time teaching positions, not 
just one. 

“Basically, 1 had to go to the division and lobby for some extra 
funds for one half time person,” Corning said. “What we then 
did was looked at our own (school) budget again and found some 
funds where we could fund a half time person, allowing us to 
keep that extra teaching position.” 

Since Westglen is such a small school, of grades 5 to 8, Corning 
says that a cutback in staffing affects everyone. 

“It really affects all the grades, not just one.” 

Corning explained that when school budgets are made up of 
nearly all staffing costs, except for eight per cent, a funding cut 
as little as 1.5 per cent hurts. 

“Over the years we have just made due, but there comes a 


point where you just need more funding. What the Province is 
giving us just isn’t enough.” 

Corning explained that certain budgeted items, like art, are 
completely underfunded. 

Art at Westglen school is only allocated $500 for the entire 
school. 

“There is just very little money in each line of the budget,” 
Corning said. 

As far as savings goes, Westglen’s reserves are depleted. 

“We spent the last of our reserves last year, which to me is 
actually really scary. We have no money to turn to should we ever 
have a special needs student walk through the door or something 
like that.” 

Ross Ford Elementary school may be getting a facelift in terms 
of modernizations, but as far as funding for the school goes the 
1.5% cutback is really going to hurt, says Principal, Dave Couves. 

“It is certainly going to have an impact in our school.” Couves 
said. “It will come down to us not being able to provide the serv¬ 
ice to students like they expect.” 

Couves school will be reducing from 13 classes down to 12 due 
to the funding cut. 

What has helped Ross Ford out is that they will be carrying a 
reserve into the next school year, which will help them if they 
ever need money for a rainy day. 

“When we heard we were going to get cutback we just kind of 
quit spending which will help,” Couves said. 

Couves says that trying to balance a budget for a school, and 
maintain all the services which students and parents expect can 
be very challenging, but feels Ross Ford does an admirable job. 

“We work very hard to provide services to the kids. We hope to 
maintain these services, you just have to continue to take from

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After a formal head count 
early last week at the Bowden 
Institution, it was noticed that 
one inmate was missing. 

Staff of the Bowden Institu¬ 
tion conduced a search of the 
grounds and area but the in¬ 
mate could not be located.

“Every year the County would be 
so gracious and would come and 
repair it, sometimes they even had to 
come more then once if the crossing 
got washed out,” Goerzen said. 

At times Goerzen says area farmers 
would lend their help and their 
machinery to get the crossing fixed, 
as it was commonly used. 

But, not only has the Department 
of Fisheries forced the road to be 
closed, but they have also warned in¬ 
dividuals, including the County, that 
if they attempt to repair the crossing 
that they will face a $100,000 fine and 
seizure of equipment. 

Another resident who lives near the 
Luft crossing, but did not want his 
name disclosed, says that the area has 
been designed around the road and for 
the federal government to come in and 
close down the road is completely 
wrong. 

Since the crossing has been closed 
Goerzen has been forced to take 
alternate routes to get his mail, a trip 
which forces him to travel an extra 
10 kilometres. 

The resident says that the three 
levels of government (County of 
Mountain View, Province of Alberta, 
Government of Canada) need to get 
together and have this issue resolved 
in the near future so that a new 
crossing can be built. 

“There just isn’t a single financial 
benefit to not dealing with this and 
getting a bridge of some sort put in 
there,” the unidentified resident said. 

Mountain View County Reeve Ian 
Harvie, and councillor for the 
Dogpound Creek area, says that the 
County has been working very hard 
at trying to have this issue resolved. 

“Ever since I have been on council

Nearly 200 signatures garner a 
petition that is protesting the closure 
of the Luft crossing along the 
Dogpound Creek, just west of 
Didsbury. 

The crossing which consisted of two 
four foot culverts and one three foot 
culvert has been closed by the Fed¬ 
eral Government. 

The Federal department of 
Fisheries and Oceans has told Moun¬ 
tain View County, the Province, as 
well as many of the local land owners 
that by placing culverts in the water 
it is stopping fish in the Dogpound 
Creek from being able to complete 
their breeding patterns. 

The other issue which has been 
brought forward is that recreational 
users cannot get past the Luft cross¬ 
ing because the culverts are not large 
enough. 

Area land owners are steaming, 
because with the crossing closed it is 
causing them to take detours, they 
can’t use the crossing to drive their 
cattle home, and they can’t get their 
machinery across the river. 

“Many farmers out h^re have their 
land divided with this river so we 
can’t use the land if we can’t get 
across,” explained Henry Goerzen, 
who owns the property on the east side 
of the Dogpound Creek at the cross¬ 
ing. 

Although, the road closure hasn’t 
just forced farmers and ranchers to 
find an alternative route to travel but 
many other users of the road too. 

School buses would use the road 
daily, as well as gravel trucks, big ma¬ 
chinery, and employees travelling be¬ 
tween well sites which are split by the 
river. 

Nearly every year the crossing

b) Placing a low level crossing at 
this location. 

A low level crossing is where a large 
culvert (most likely 10 feet tall x 20 
feet wide) would be installed, but 
rather then placing gravel on the cul¬ 
vert, the culvert would be cemented 
in so that it would not wash away 
when the river flooded. 

This option comes with a price tag 
of anywhere between $300,000 and 
$400,000. 

c) Closing the road indefinitely. 
Harvie says that a few years ago 

the Province was asking Mountain 
View County just to close the road, 
although they have since convinced 
the Province to keep the road open. 
“I am in favour of having a crossing 
here, and always have been. 

This crossing has been here for 
quite some time, but it was just 
recently that they put their foot 
down,” Harvie said. 

Goerzen says that for a permanent 
solution, some type of structure needs 
to be put into place that would allow 
the water to flow over in a flooding 
season, without washing away the 
crossing. 

“This area is well known for flood¬ 
ing, so we need some kind of crossing 
to be re-opened” Goerzen said. 

The petitions have been circulated 
through the County, and residents 
who are in support of this crossing 
are asked to sign their names and they 
will be collected from local businesses 
in approximately one week. 


I have been working on trying to find 
a resolution,” Harvie said. 

Harvie says that installing a cross¬ 
ing has been discussed, although the 
Provincial government is not looking 
very favourably at funding the project. 

If some sort of crossing was to be 
built the Province of Alberta would 
be responsible for 75 per cent of the 
costs, while Mountain View County 
would have to pick up the remaining 
25 per cent. 

“The Province has already pointed 
out that there are crossings already 
on Highway 582 as well as the 
Westcott road,” Harvie said. 

Harvie is a supporter of placing a 
crossing in this location, saying that 
he understands that it is used by 
many locals and without this crossing 
it would make it very hard for 
landowners who own property on both 
sides of the river to properly work 
their land. 

Harvie says that the Province has 
already come out and said loud and 
clear that a bridge probably won’t 
happen, due to finances. 

“They have said that they didn’t 
want to have a bridge put in because 
of the cost,” Harvie said. 

The options which Mountain View 
County and the Province have been 
discussing are: 

a) Constructing a bridge - Cost of 
projection is between $800,000 and $1 
million. The Province has already 
come out and said they are not 
interested in funding a bridge.

The $225,000 debenture isn’t ex¬ 
pected to affect land owners taxes in any 
way, as the land should be resold and 
all costs, including debenture payments, 
will be recovered. 


Moore added that since the Town has 
been actively involved in dealing with 
the CPR, that they feel confident that 
they will be able to purchase the prop¬ 
erty without any problems. 

“We have been negotiating with the 
CPR for quite a while on a bunch of 
things,” Moore said. “Some of these 
involve the CPR station, because they 
wanted the Town to take possession of 
it, as well as a few other things we have 
been talking about.” 

The working relationship between 
the municipality and the CPR has also 
been good, Moore says. 

“We have an agreement in place 
where we mow the lawns and things like 
this.” 

Not the entire lump sum of $225,000 
will be used just for the land purchase. 
Some of these funds will be used for le¬ 
gal fees, creating a drain-out system on 
the property, as well as the Town may 
have to re-locate some of the under¬ 
ground pipework, Moore says. 

“One of the things that we have to 
make sure of is to provide a drain-out, 
so no more water goes towards the 
tracks,” Moore said. 

Any costs incurred during this project 
will be recovered when the property is 
resold, the Town says.

other places at times to fund another 
area or make it all balance.” 

CESD Didsbury Trustee, Roy 
Brassard, says that the division will 
continue to lobby the government for 
more money. 

“We understand that this isn’t sus¬ 
tainable and we will continue to ask for 
more money as well as more sustain¬ 
able and predictable funding,” Brassard 
said. 

Of the teaching positions which will 
be eliminated throughout the division, 
no lay-offs will occur. The divison has 
had 18 teachers take an early retirement 
incentive. 

If a teaching position is cut in a 
school, the teacher will be re-located to 
another school in the division. 

Attempts to contact administration 
at Didsbury High School failed, prior 
to press time.

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Education needs predictable funding 

Chinook’s Edge School Divison is nearing the 
end of its budgeting process, as they are nearing 
June 25 - the day that the budget will be passed 
and sent to the Province. 

The divison is planning on passing a balanced 
budget, but not without a few headaches, or 
cutbacks. 

Chinook’s Edge has commited $1.3 million 
from reserves, as well as schools have been asked 
to cut back by 1.591 per cent for a savings of 
$900,000. 

Prior to the injection from reserves or the 
cutbacks, the division was faced with a $2.2 million deficit, primiarly 
caused by high utilities. 

It is quite understandable that Alberta is a big place and the 
government is responsible for a number of areas from transportation 
to infrastrucutre to a number of other areas - including education. 
Although, it is unfair for the Province to require school boards to pass 
a balanced budget, with costs sky high when they don’t provide 
adequate funding. 

When a school division is spending $2 million on utilities, due to 
high electrical and heating bills, there is a problem. 

The Province themselves deregulated electricity, and now consumers 
are faced with hydro bills that most of them cannot afford - including 
school divisions. 

Alberta’s Learning Minister, Lyle Oberg, as well as Infrastructure 
Minister, Ty Lund, have both said that there will be more money coming 
for school divisions to cover utilities. 

Schools can’t be wishing for grants to come annually - the Province 
needs to offer sustainable and long term funding so that they can plan 
for the future. 

Chinook’s Edge has done an admirable job of handling their 
finances, but after next year when they spend the $1.3 million from 
reserves to balance the budget there will not be any “rainy day funds” 
left - then what? 

The Province needs to address the deficits that most school divisions 
are faced with.

Stiffer fines and jail terms 
for the massive problem of 
marijuana growing operations 
are needed. With no set 
mandatory minimum 

sentences, penalties will still be 
given at the discretion of 
judges. In some cases 
maximum penalties for 
growing marijuana have 
actually been reduced. 

The Canadian Alliance has 
also called for mechanisms to 


ensure that the streets are safe 
from people driving under the 
influence of drugs. 

Without effective roadside 
assessment capabilities, there 
would be more drug-impaired 
drivers getting behind the 
wheel with no concrete way to 
detect them. Many police forces 
share the same concern, they 
worry there is no machine to 
detect driver drug use. 

This legislation is great 
news for organized crime, since, 
as our Health Minister 
predicted, demand is likely to 
go up while the only sources for 
marijuana remain illegal.

In June of 1999 a resolution 
reaffirming that Parliament 
defined marriage as the "union 
of one man and one woman to 
the exclusion of all others," and 
calling upon Parliament to 
"take all necessary steps within 
the jurisdiction of the Parlia¬ 
ment of Canada to preserve 
this definition of marriage in 
Canada." received majority sup¬ 
port in the House (Votes: 
For = 216 Against = 55). (1) 

Though in the four years 
since nothing substantial has 
changed, this meaning of this 
age old institution of society is 
at risk of being altered. Wed¬ 
lock, matrimony, marriage, 
bridesmaids, groomsmen, 
trousseaus, throwing of the 
garter, something old, some¬ 
thing new, something borrowed 
and something blue, all will 
have been swept aside to 
achieve an artificial equality if 
Parliament accepts judicial 
opinions that homosexual re¬ 


lationships be defined as the 
same as those of one man and 
one woman. Artificial in that 
they have not been, are not and 
will not ever be the same. 

Rather than accepting the 
judges' views Canadian society 
would be better served if the 
term marriage was retained for 
the union of heterosexual cou¬ 
ples, for one man and one 
woman, and a new term be it 
called civil unions or domestic 
partnerships or whatever be 
deemed appropriate, be estab¬ 
lished for same-sex couples. 

Notwithstanding decisions 
of the judiciary, it is within the 
power of the Parliament of 
Canada to enact laws to this 
effect that which would satisfy 
all save those few seeking sym¬ 
bolic equality of that which is 
not the same on the one hand 
and those considering such 
unions as unworthy of any rec¬ 
ognition on the other.

Satisfaction survey results

Despite last year's labour 
disputes and the province's 
overall underfunding of educa¬ 
tion. Chinook's Edge satisfac¬ 
tion survey results show par¬ 
ents, students and staff are 
happy with the overall quality 
of education. 

Overall satisfaction was up 
by five per cent compared to 
last year and two per cent from 
two years ago. The survey, con¬ 
ducted annually in 10 of 
Alberta’s school divisions, had 
a 75 per cent student return 
rate, 31 per cent parent return 
rate and a 57 per cent teacher 
return rate in Chinook’s Edge 
School Division (CESD). 

CESD parents answered 
they were 90 per cent satisfied 
with the overall quality of edu¬ 
cation their child receives (sur¬ 
vey partnership average 91 per 
cent) and 83 per cent satisfied 
with with their child's extracur¬ 
ricular activities (survey part¬ 
nership average 85 per cent). 

Students answered they 
were 58 per cent satisfied with 
the variety of courses available 
(survey partnership average 69 
per cent) and 84 per cent satis¬ 
fied with the quality of educa¬ 
tion they receive (survey part- 


best at school (survey partner¬ 
ship average 90 per cent). 

Staff answered they were 97 
per cent satisfied with the over¬ 
all quality of education offered 
in their school (survey partner¬ 
ship average 98 per cent) and 
95 per cent satisfied with their 
access to professional develop¬ 
ment activities (survey partner¬ 
ship average 90 per cent). 

Only 67 per cent of students 
felt they were learning skills 
needed for when they leave 
school (survey partnership av¬ 
erage 71 per cent). “If you look 
at the overall quality of educa¬ 
tion it is in the 80 per cent, 
what we believe students want 
is more variety,” said Dot 
Negropontes, acting deputy 
superintendent for CESD. “We 
believe the students feel the big¬ 
ger the school the better and 
they are answering believing 
their small rural school isn’t 
offering as much variety. 

When you look at how par¬ 
ents feel about the quality of 
education their children are re¬ 
ceiving and the access they 
have they are quite satisfied, 
maybe that is the wisdom of 
being older,” she said. 

The Board believes this sur¬ 
vey shows students in CESD 
are getting a solid basic educa- 


wide, administration will have 
a chance to look at results from 
their own school. 

Schools use results to see if 
there are courses that should 
be added or could be added 
based on the limited number of 
teachers they have or if there 
are ways to improve what they 
are already offering. 

Return rates from the sur¬ 
vey are statistically viable and 
offer a good indication of 
trends. Survey results are one 
tool used to determine the qual¬ 
ity of education offered at 

CESD. 

“The body of evidence used 
to determine the quality of edu¬ 
cation involved schools looking 
at satisfaction survey results 
as well as diploma achievement 
exam results and focus group 
surveys done in the schools,” 
said Negropontes. “Based on 
these things, schools do their 
planning and reviewing.” 
CESD chair Roy Brassard said 
the board is extremely pleased 
with results. 

“We are happy to see that, 
despite some of the frustrations 
provincially, Chinook’s Edge 
staff feel satisfied with the qual¬ 
ity of education provided in 
their schools.”

improve. One, the border has 
to open. Two, the federal and 
provincial governments must 
make a substantial invest¬ 
ment into the industry,” 
Cobban said. 

“Inventory losses are pri¬ 
marily on the books. When we 
reach the stage of absolutely 
having to sell the cattle, those 
book losses will become real,” 
he said. “If the industry has 
to endure these losses, there 
will be no industry.” 

The provincial government 
has also come up with a $1 
million plan to help aide 
workers who will be laid off 
due to the mad cow scare. 

The package has been set 
up to aide the workers dur¬ 
ing the two weeks they wait 
for their unemployment in¬ 
surance to kick in. Workers 
are given the opportunity to 
attend a training program 
that will focus on workplace 
training and safety. They will 
receive $66 for each day they 
attend the course, to a maxi¬ 
mum of $330 per week. Ham¬ 
mer and Cobban say they 
havn't had to lay off any of 
their workers, yet. 

“Some people will be losing 
their jobs so anything the 
government can do to help 
them transition into a new 
job, is a good thing," Ham¬ 
mer said. “We’ve been fight¬ 
ing not to have to do that (lay¬ 
off workers),” Cobban said. 

One way or another, there 
are going to be some changes 
in the industry,” Hammer 
said.

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TOWN COUNCIL NOTES 


Support for Rosebud Health Charity Golf Tournament

• The Town of Didsbury held 
their regular council meeting 
on Monday, June 9 with all 
council members in attendance. 

• By-law 03-09 was passed 
last Monday evening, which 
appointed Robert Wigg as the 
acting Chief Administrative 
Officer (CAO). 

Wigg is currently the Town’s 
Planning and Development of¬ 
ficer, and will be performing 
both duties until a new CAO is 
hired. 

The Town’s CAO, Evan Par¬ 
liament, has accepted a new 
position with a municipality in 
British Columbia. 

• Mayor Dorothy Moore pre¬ 
sented to council the crime re¬ 
port for the month of May. 

According to the report 17 
person charges were filed, 67 
property charges, and 95 other 
criminal code charges during 
the month of May. 

• Since the Town signed an 
agreement with Canadian Pa¬ 
cific Railway (CPR), and have 
taken over most of the involve¬ 
ment of the train station, fenc¬ 
ing has become an issue. 

Council, unanimously 
agreed that a fence should be 
placed along Main Avenue, on 
the West side of the railway 
tracks. 

The type of material to be 
used for fence is still unknown 
at this time, and will be 
presented to council at their 
next meeting. 

Councillor Clem Kuelker 
proposed that the fence be con¬ 
structed of either cedar or steel. 

“The whole point of building 
this fence is to make it look 
better downtown,' explained 
Moore. 

Kuelker brought to council’s 
attention that they need to be 
aware of vandalism, suggesting 
that some sort of vandalism 
could occur to this fence, since 
the fence will be built on Main 
Avenue. 

The Town’s Director of Com¬ 
munity Services, Rhonda 
Hunter, requested that council 
leave it in the hands of admin¬ 
istration for the next three 
weeks. 

“We can put together some 
suggestions and bring them for¬ 
ward to council to pick from at 
the next meeting,” Hunter said. 

Council is hoping to make 
the decision at the next meet¬ 
ing so that the construction of 
the fence can begin this sum¬ 
mer. 

Administration will also be 
contacting the Bowden Institu¬ 
tion to see if there are any in¬ 
mates on “work release” pro¬ 
grams that would be available 
to come help with the construc¬ 
tion of the fence. 

• The Town’s assessment 
officer, Frank Watson, has been 
awarded a one-year extension 
to his contract. 

His annual fee of $18,000 
will remain the same. 

• Council will be supporting 
the Rosebud Health Foundation 
charity golf tournament this 
year. 

Council voted to send Mayor 
Dorothy Moore as a representa¬ 
tive from the Town of Didsbury 
to show their support for the 


charity. 

The Town, besides paying 
for Moore’s registration fee, 
will also be providing pins 
valued at $40 to the cause as 
well as a $100 cash donation 
to put towards the purchase of 
prizes. 

• The Town’s Head Librar¬ 
ian, Inez Kosinski approached 
council last Monday request¬ 
ing that they support a resolu¬ 
tion which she would like to 
carry forward to the Parkland 
Regional Library Board. 

The Parkland Regional Li¬ 
brary Board is an association 
set up for smaller libraries like 
Didsbury so that they can have 
the buying power, just like 
larger libraries. There are a 
number of small communities 
which belong to the associa¬ 
tion, if they all turn around 
and order a case load of books, 
rather then each separate li¬ 
brary ordering just three or 


four copies of the book, they can 
receive a reduced rate, which 
gives them more money to 
spend on even more books for 
the library. Just recently the 
Province announced that they 
will be increasing funding to the 
library board, and rather than 
reducing the membership fees 
which municipalities pay to be 
a member, Kosinski is request¬ 
ing that the money be turned 
around and used to fund more 
books. 

The increase only equals ap¬ 
proximately 26c per capita, 
which for the Didsbury Library 
would mean an increase of ap¬ 
proximately $2,000, Kosinski 
estimated. 

“I am simply here tonight to 
try to garner your support for 
a resolution that I would like 
to put forward to the Parkland 
Regional Library Board,” 
Kosinski said.

With the help of two 
local pilots, all 
grade six students at 
Westglen school are 

having the time of 
their life, and 
learning at the same 
time

The grade six students at 
Westglen school are flying to 
new heights. As part of the 
grade six curriculum it requires 
students are required to learn 
about flying, and the students 
at Westglen school get a hands 
on learning experience. 

The students crack open 
their books for a few short 
days, as they anxiously await 
the best part of the flying unit. 

Why do the students become 
so anxious and excited about 
science class? 

The grade six students are 
flying to new heights - literally 
- when it comes to learning 
about flying, as two local pilots 
volunteer their time and dedi¬ 
cate nearly an entire week 


teaching the students the in’s 
and out’s of an actual plane. 

The grade six students travel 
to the Olds/Didsbury airport 
where they are given a tour of 
the facility and where Murray 
Sissons and Dal Nelson, both 
local pilots, go over a plane with 
the students teaching them ex¬ 
actly how it works. 

The students, as a reward 
and to further their education 
even more so, are given a plane 
ride at the end of the unit, a 
completely thrilling experience 
to the students at Westglen. 

“The students have to learn 
about the different parts of the 
plane and how it works and 
how exactly a plane flies, so by 
bringing them out here to the 
airport it gives them a hands 
on learning type of atmos¬ 
phere,” said grade six teacher, 
Elisa Nielsen. 

“It is a great way for the kids 
to learn the curriculum, and it 
really gets them interested and 
involved which is great to see,” 
Nielsen added. 

The staff at Westglen School 
are especially thankful to both 
Sissons and Nelson who not 
only volunteer their time, but 
also fund this event for the stu¬ 
dents out of their own pocket. 

Nelson owns his own plane 
and donates his fuel costs. 


while Sissons has to rent a 
plane from the Olds/Didsbury 
Flying Club at a cost of $100 
per hour. 

Sissons explained that in 
order to give all of the students 
a chance to ride in the plane it 
takes himself and Nelson ap¬ 
proximately one week. 

Over the course of the week 
while Sissons and Nelson are 
flying students high in the 
skies, each of the pilots make 
approximately 16 round trip 
flights to accommodate all of 
the students, giving them a 
once in a lifetime opportunity. 

Sissons says that to see the 
looks of excitement on the stu¬ 
dents faces is completely worth 
it. 

“I remember when I was a 
kid 1 went for a plane ride and 
I really enjoyed it,” Sissons 
said. “So, 1 thought a few years 
ago that I should try to get some 
type of program up and run¬ 
ning for the school, and it fits 
perfectly with the grade six cur¬ 
riculum.” 

As a full-time employee with 
Air Canada, Sissons is an ex¬ 
pert in the aircraft industry. 

The annual flight unit at 
Westglen School is always an 
exciting one, and parents aren’t 
even reluctant to send their 
children on such an adventure. 


“In today's 
society so many 
people fly, so if the 
kids can develop 
the 

confidence in 
flying at a young 
age they will be set 
- and this is also 
why we 

continue with the 
program.”

“This is the third year we 
have done this now,” Sissons 
said. “The first year we received 
a few phone calls from con¬ 
cerned parents, but now we 
don’t even receive one phone 
call and we have 100 per cent 
participation from the stu¬ 
dents.” 

When the students are taken 
up into the air, they are given 
approximately a 15 minute tour 


of the local area. 

“We try to take the kids up 
and find out where every kid 
lives so that we can fly over 
their house,” Sissons said. 

Sissons says that Westglen 
students are fortunate to have 
a high calibre airport like the 
Olds/Didsbury airport, as it 
gives them the opportunity to 
learn in a different way, rather 
then just learning through a 
text book. 

“I hear students getting ex¬ 
cited about grade six, just be¬ 
cause of this flying experience 
that they get - it’s really neat,” 
Sissons said. 

Sissons says that he and 
Nelson continue the program 
because he feels it’s important 
to give young people the under¬ 
standing of how planes oper¬ 
ate, so that when they get 
older they are not afraid to fly. 

“In today’s society so many 
people fiy, so if the kids can de¬ 
velop the confidence in flying 
at a young age they will be 
set,” Sissons says. 

This year over 80 grade six 
students took to the skies over 
Didsbury, as they learned 
about flying.

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QUESTION Would you identify some of the major "mar¬ 
riage killers" that are most responsible for the high divorce 
rate that plagues today s families? 

DR. DOBSON: Any one of the following "dragons" can 
rip a relationship to shreds if given an opportunity to do so. 

— Overcommitment and physical exhaustion: This con¬ 
dition is especially insidious for young couples who are try¬ 
ing to get started in a profession or in school. Do not try to 
go to college, work full-time, have a baby, manage a toddler, 
fix up a house and start a business at the same time. It 
sounds ridiculous, but many young couples do just that — 
and are then surprised when their marriages fall apart. The 
only time they see each other is when they are worn out! 

— Excessive credit and conflict over how money will 
be spent: Pay cash for consumable items or don't buy. Don't 
spend more on a house or a car than you can afford, leaving 
too little income for dating, short trips, baby sitters, etc. 
Allocate your funds with wisdom. 

-- Selfishness: There are two kinds of people in the 
world, the givers and the takers. A marriage between two 
givers can be a beautiful thing. Friction is inevitable for a 
giver and a taker. But two takers can claw each other to 
pieces within a period of weeks. 

— Unhealthy relationships with in-laws: If either the 
husband or wife has not been fully emancipated from the 
parents, it is best not to live near them. Autonomy is diffi¬ 
cult for some mothers and fathers to grant. 

— Unrealistic expectations: Some couples come into 
marriage anticipating rose-covered cottages, walks down 
primrose lanes and unmitigated joy. There is no way a mar¬ 
riage between two imperfect human beings can deliver on 
that expectation. The late counselor Jean Lush believed, 
and I agree, that this romantic illusion is particularly char¬ 
acteristic of American women who expect more from their 
husbands than they are capable of providing. 

— Space invaders: My concern is for those who violate 
the "breathing room" needed by their partners, quickly suf¬ 
focating them and destroying the attraction between them. 
Jealousy is one way the phenomenon manifests itself. An¬ 
other is a poor self-concept, which leads the insecure spouse 
to build a cage around the other. It often suffocates the re¬ 
lationship. Love must be free and it must be confident. 

— Sexual frustration and its partner, the greener grass 
of infidelity: It is a deadly combination! 

Business collapse: Failure in work does bad things, 
to men especially. Their agitation over financial reverses 
sometimes sublimates to anger within the family. 

Business success: It is almost as risky to succeed wildly 
as it is to fail miserably in business. King Solomon wrote: 
"Give me neither poverty nor riches, but give me only my 
daily bread" (Proverbs 30:8). It’s true. 

Getting married too young: Girls who marry between 
14 and 17 years of age are more than twice as likely to di¬ 
vorce as those who marry at 18 or 19 years of age. Those 
who marry at 18 or 19 are 1-1/2 times more likely to divorce 
as those who marry in their 20s. The pressures of adoles¬ 
cence and the stresses of early married life do not mix well. 
Finish the first before taking on the second. 

-- Alcohol and substance abuse: These are notorious 
killers, not only of marriages but also of the people who 
indulge excessively. It has been said that upward of a third 
of all Americans and Canadians are close family members of 
an alcoholic. 

- Pornography, gambling and other addictions: It 
should be obvious to everyone that the human personality 
is flawed. During an introductory stage, people think they 
can tamper with various enticements, such as pornography, 
gambling, hard drugs, etc., without being hurt. Indeed, many 
do walk away unaffected. For some, however, there is a weak¬ 
ness and vulnerability that is unknown until too late. Such 
people then become addicted to something that tears at the 
fabric of the family. This warning may seem foolish and even 
prudish to my readers, but I've made a 20-year study of those 
who wreck their lives. Their problems often begin in experi¬ 
mentation with a known vice and ultimately end in death ... 
or the death of a marriage. 

These are a few of the common marriage killers. But 
in truth, the list is virtually limitless. If you are going to 
beat the odds and maintain an intimate, long-term marriage, 
you must take the task seriously.

"Groceries are delivered either Tuesday or Friday afternoon 
before 4:00 pm." Grocery orders and/or grocery delivery requests 
are accepted each Tuesday between 12:00 noon and 1:00 pm 
and Friday from 9:00 am and 10:00 am.

The scenic hilltop adjacent to the Didsbury Hospi¬ 
tal is buzzing with activity as construction on the long 
awaited Aspen Ridge Lodge seniors’ housing facility 
progresses. Spearheading fund-raising efforts for this 
mammoth undertaking is the Mountain View Hous¬ 
ing Foundation, a non-profit society whose sole pur¬ 
pose is to fundraise for the Mountain View Seniors’ 
Housing Board. 

According to Doreen Wilson, Chief Administrative 
Officer of Mountain View Seniors’ Housing, “We 
needed the assistance of a dedicated organization to 
help fundraise for this new construction and for such 
things as upgrades to existing facilities around the 
County. The Mountain View Housing Foundation was 
incorporated to serve this purpose. Numerous 
fundraising efforts to date paved the way for us to 
begin construction this spring on the estimated $5 
million Aspen Ridge Lodge.” 

Chris Whittaker, recently elected president of the 
Mountain Viev Housing Foundation ays, “At the 
moment, because the need is so imimte, this or¬ 
ganization’s primary focus will be to rai- funds for 
equipment and programs at Aspen Ridge L. tgc. For 
example, we need to raise money for such things as a 
wireless emergency call system, a therapeutic bath¬ 
tub, furniture and wall coverings. We also need to 
generate enough funds to equip a kitchen, an in-house 
hairdressing salon and a telephone system. Estimates 
for this type of equipment are well over $300,000. We’ve 
definitely got our work cut out for us.” 

According to Whittaker, the fund-raising efforts of 
the Mountain View Housing Foundation will focus 
on three areas. Gaining the support of local service 
clubs, businesses and area residents is critical. So 
too is securing the financial support of corporate and 
private donors. Concurrently will be a drive to re¬ 
cruit the many volunteers who will be needed for on¬ 
going fund-raising efforts. 

“Didsburians have been amazingly successful in 
tackling substantial community projects in the past,” 
says Whittaker. “Together, the community helped to 
build such facilities as the hospital, Westglen School, 
the swimming pool and the curling rink. We can do it 
again. With the completion of Aspen Ridge Lodge we 
will all be able to take comfort in knowing our senior 
family members can continue to live in Didsbury when 
independent living is no longer their primary option.”

It was a battle of World 
Champions in the rodeo in¬ 
field at the Lea Park Pro Ro¬ 
deo. 

Defending World Sad¬ 
dle Bronc Champion. Glen 
O'Neill, of Didsbury, was reu¬ 
nited with a legendary buck¬ 
ing horse, Franklin Rodeo's 
Skoal's Airwolf. a 1993 World 
Canadian Horse of the Year. 

And the fans got their 
money's worth with the 
much anticipated ride as 
O'Neill marked an 87 aboard 
Skoal's Airwolf to claim the 
saddle bronc championship, 
a purse worth $1,887. 

The two rodeo combat¬ 
ants have met before as 
O'Neill tied the World and 
Canadian record for the high¬ 
est marked saddle bronc ride 
(95) on Skoal's Airwolf at the 
Daines Ranch Rodeo in 1996. 
Before O'Neill spurred out 
an almost perfect score, the 
record was held by Doug 
Void, who made history 
aboard Franklin's Transport 
at the Meadow Lake Stam¬ 
pede in 1979. 

A former $50,000 win¬ 
ner at the Calgary Stampede 
in 1995, O'Neill was named 
the Professional Rodeo Cow¬ 
boy's Association Rookie of 
the Year in 1995 and has 
qualified for the National 
Finals Rodeo held in Las 
Vegas, Nevada, for eight con¬ 
secutive years. A former Aus¬ 
tralian Saddle Bronc cham¬ 
pion, O'Neill, the 2000 Cana¬ 
dian Saddle Bronc cham¬ 
pion, currently leads the 
-Jack Daniels’ PRCA World 
standings with over $37,000 
in earnings and is second on 
the Canadian Professional 
Rodeo Association money list 
with earnings of $9,762. A 
brother-in-law to O'Neill, 
Rod Hay, of Wildwood, leads 
the CPRA standings with just 
over $10,000 in winnings. 

At Lea Park, Hay pock¬ 
eted $1,232 for a third place 
ride of 84, $2,000 behind 
Cochrane’s Jeremy Harden's 
85 ride worth $1,432. 

Matt Lait, of Seven Per¬ 
sons, took home the bare- 
back championship by spur¬ 
ring out an 86 on Calgary 
Stampede's Grim Proof 
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Processors

worth $1,439. Meanwhile, 
Shon Lowry, of Mayerthorpe, 
earned a passport to the pay 
window by scoring a 92 on 
Franklin Rodeo's Passport for 
the bull riding championship 
worth $1,383 in prize money. 

Two veteran calf ropers, 
Travis Houf and Greg Cassidy, 
split the tie-down roping with 
times of 3.7 seconds worth 
$1,465 in earnings apiece. 
Lacombe's Craig Guthrie 
claimed $1,465 to win the steer 
wrestling and Jody 
Hollingworth, of Valleyview, 
was the quickest lady around 
the barrels in a time of 16.63 
seconds to capture the ladies 
barrel racing worth $1,225. 

Rookie barrel racer, Brooke 
Ramsay, of Cochrane, finished 
second with a time of 16.68 sec¬ 
onds and winnings of $1,050. 

At the Brooks Kinsmen Ro¬ 
deo, three-time Canadian bare- 
back champion, Bill Boyd, of 
Olds, spurred out an 81 on Big 
Stone rodeo's Pussy Cat to 
claim $956 for the event cham¬ 
pionship. With the victory, 
Boyd increased his yearly earn¬ 
ings on the CPRA circuit to 
$6,152. 

Splitting the saddle bronc 
event were Rod Hay and Allan 
Bandy, of Prince Albert, with 
rides of 78 worth $964 apiece. 
Rob Bell, a two-time Canadian 
Bull riding champion, rode 


Stun Gun for 90 pts worth 
$1,225 to claim the event. 

Travis Houf posted the 
fastest time of 7.9 seconds to 
capture the tie-down roping 
pocketing $1,484 and Denton 
Hocking was the quickest 
bull dogger with a time of 3.8 
seconds and winnings of 
$1,276. 

Brooke Ramsay, the 
number one Canadian barrel 
racer this season won, $873 
for a timed run of 17.72 sec¬ 
onds.
